The objectives of the club are to promote worldwide friendship 
through amateur radio; to be of public service by providing radio com- 
munications in times of disaster, emergency, or civic needs; to edu- 
cate members in radio technique, and to provide training classes to 
assist in obtaining amateur radio licenses. 


Anyone interested in amateur radio is eligible to apply for mem- 
bership. Dues for regular licensed amateurs are $18 per year (from 
July 1 through June 30). Additional immediate family members pay 
$5 each per year. Dues for licensed amateurs older than 59 or 
younger than 16 are $12 per year. Dues for non-licensed associate 
members are $9 per year. Applications for membership may be ob- 
tained from the treasurer or on the RARS website (www.rars.org).

RARSfest Hosts 2017 ARRL Roanoke Division Con- 
vention. The 45th annual RARSfest on April 15 -- spon- 
sored by the Raleigh Amateur Radio Society -- hosted 
the 2017 ARRL Roanoke Division Convention. The 
convention was held indoors at the North Carolina State 
Fairgrounds, in Raleigh. ARRL Marketing Manager 
Bob Inderbitzen, NQ1R, who represented the League at 
the event, said a youth-operated special event station was among the activities aimed to ap- 
peal to younger attendees. In a presentation highlighting some ARRL Second Century activ- 
ities, Inderbitzen noted the ARRL Collegiate Amateur Radio Initiative, intended to bolster 
activity at college and university ham radio clubs. 

Emphasizing some of the goals of the ARRL Strategic Plan, he further encouraged all radio 
amateurs to work closely with ARRL to help new licensees get involved, get active, and get 
on the air. 

ARRL Roanoke Division Director Jim Boehner, N2ZZ, presented the 2016 Roanoke Divi- 
sion ARRL Service Award to Matthew W. McGuire Jr., AF4UZ. The award was instituted in 
1968 by then-Roanoke Division Director and past ARRL President Vic Clark, W4KFC 
(SK). It recognizes an individual's history of significant and consistent contributions to Am- 
ateur Radio.

Armed Forces Day Crossband Military/Amateur Radio Communications Test 


The Army, Air Force, Navy and Coast Guard are sponsoring the annual military/amateur radio com- 
munications tests in celebration of the 66th Anniversary of Armed Forces Day (AFD). The AFD Mili- 
tary/Amateur Crossband Communications Test is conducted 13 May 2017. 


The annual celebration is a unique opportunity to test two way communications between Ama- 
teurs and military communicators authorized in 47 CFR 97.111, and features traditional military to 
amateur cross band SSB voice, Morse Code, practice using legacy interoperability waveforms, as 
well as an opportunity for Amateurs to utilize more modern military communications modes such 
as MIL-STD Serial PSK and Automatic Link Establishment (ALE). 


These tests give Amateur Radio operators and Short Wave Listeners (SWL) an opportunity and a 
challenge to demonstrate their individual technical skills, and to receive recognition from the ap- 
propriate military radio station for their proven expertise.
